Page 39, Line 1474, he ſays, the Iriſh ſeat a Trampetter 
to Summon the Town of Hilsborough, Tho' every man,who 
hath been once there, knows it to bs an open Village, and 
that the part thereof capable of being any way defend- 
ed, is a Fort agzoyning to the Eaſt fide thereof, wherein is 
the dwelling houſe of William Hl. Eſq; And he purſues his 
miſtake in the 19th Line, ſaying, the Irifh were admitted inte 
the Town, and finding the Gates only (hut with an HalfsPike ; 
Yet he tells the Reader in the 18th Line of his 37th page, 
and in other places, that Hilsborough was the place of Reft- 

dence of the Provincial Aſſemhly or Council, and the heart of 
the North. However thrs great Tranſactor thought it not 
fit during the time of his ſervice there, fo much as to beho!d 

the place, but 1s tor ſurprizing his Reader with a new Diſcos 
very of his own, that Truth as well as Juſtice is blind. In his 
10th page, he iauh, the Aſſociation was entred into in Sepe 
tember, 1688. but itwas not till the 72h of Jznuary following.

So Celvill he thinks a name fit ro comprehend the [mages of 
Weag'th, Wiſdom and Power ; bur to the great misforture of 
the Author, the real Gentleman 1s too well acquainted with 
himſelf, and Eſtate, and too modeſt to aſſume thoſe degrees 
of them, which the Author ſo profuſely beſtows ; and 
Sir Robert is one of thoſe many Gentlemen, that have cer- 
tified the Author to be a ſcandalous Libeller ?

ſeeming Proteſtants, the pretended Friends of Ireland, and Au- 
thors ef its Reine, ander the Umbrage of whoſe Power the Po- 
piſh Defiges in Ireland were advanced. Indeed in the fame 
4th page, he is pleaſed to be juſt to the Earl of Clarendoy, 
and ſay, that beg ave the Earl of Tyrconnel oppoſition in pla- 
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cing Papifts in the Army ; but ſuch eoherences are the Aus 
thor's mode of writing, and according to the new Hiſtorical 
Licenſe he frequently aſſumes very confiſtent. So in the 34

been ſo cenfirmed therein, by one of the Popiſh Religion, 
but of another Nation, that there is now no room for doubts

Towns, &c, the former appears to bave been their choice, 
and it is for that the Author cenſares them, though the 
UIfer Proteſtants under all their Misfortunes, are ſatisfied 
they purfued:their Duty, and that the conſequences thereof 
are more for their advantage, than what the Author wiſhes 
they had choſe, for beſides that the ſame ruin, and a greater 
then that they are now under,had in that caſe befallenthem, 
they had thereby given the _—_ an opportunity of jnvade-

6th Page, and in the begining of the 1 rtb, Page, where he 
ſays they flattered themſelves and raſhly fancied they were 
able to attempt their Deliverance ; Yet the Author has him-. 
ſelf made it ſufficiently evident, that it was not thoſe vain 
and wanton fancies" that prevailed with the Proteſtants to. 
Afſociate and take up Arms, but Se!fspreſervation, and that 
no grounds, which were ever ſo much as pretended by other 
Men for ſuch: an 4&, was wanting in the caſe of the /rif6 
Proteſtants.

of England ? Had this narrow Prudence poileſs'r thoſe Nobles 
mens Breaſts, and thelike may be ſaid as to'/re/and, for wito 
that conſiders does not dread” the conſequences that had 
attended ſuch Methods and does not now wiſh the Prote- 
ants had more early and generally appeared in thecauſe of 
their Country ? and the Concurrence of the! Zxg liſh as it 
aſſured his Majefties ſucceſs, ſo it preſerved the Lives of 
many, and the Honour of the Z»gli/h Nation, from the dif- 
credit either of Slavery or a Conqueff, 

It is not a matter of wonder, but what did, and ever wilf, 
on like accaſions happen,that many people were Clamorous 
and extreamly uneaſie upon the firſt confufions and diſorders 
that were at this time'in Zrelard, for the Inhabitants had all 
lived feveral years with great plenty in a ſeeure Peace, 
and moſt of them had been bred'up in ſuch times,and wholly 
Tgnorant of the Calamities of War and diforders, & like the 
reſt of Mea very apt to judge amiſs and impute their parti- 
cular loſſes and fears to wrong cauſes,and thoſe next at hand, 
few Men either looking forward or much refleting on whar 
is paſt, and being for the generallity wholly under the Domi» 
Nnion of thoſe _paſſjons, which ' were raiſed by the great ap- 
prenenfion of an inevitable: Ruin, ſo were not able or will- 
ing to diſtinguiſh 'between Miſchieſc, that were the certain © 
conſequences of rheir Enemies deſigns and their own endea- 
vors tor their preſervations, and thoſe which the ill Conz 
duct of tire perſons entruſted with the management of their 
Affairs might be guilty of, neither were they free from that 
Rancour of envy, v.hich too much pc{leſles Men breaſts and 
makes them ſoreſtiels anc aſſime a'l manner 'of diſguiſes to 
efte&t Miſchief, and they. were ſufficiently Tranſported with 
_ tnat general failure of Merz in Judging matters by the 
cvents as to tnemſetves, neither regarding the general good 
if it was procurcd by their Damage, nor baving tlie Wiſdom 
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and Temper to examine and Judge upon what motives and 
under what circumſtances matters were undertaken and exe- 
cuted. But as theſe and ſome others ſuch failures have of 
late too much. appeared . in. the ynfortutiate Proteſtants of 
Freland; Se. they. ought not to; be too ſeverely cenſured, 
fince ſuch Defects ſeem to be rather the Weakneſs of Man- 
Kind than of .any ene Nation er people, . 
ASto the 3d head,it ſofar difters fromthe former that no 
other Hiſtorian affords rhe like, for if the General undertake _ 
ing was ſo ill grounded aS he alicages if the ' endof his 104 
page, whore there ate theſe Wordss Judging (Sir Robert 
Colvill) 28 mot fit to incenſe 8 Government that courted then 
{rhe Proteſtants ef Ulſter.) e/pec:ally ' ſuch a One as he very 
well knew they could not be able to oppoſe, &c. page' 5th, ©. 


which if true, how-reaſonable does .it appear wholely to 


impute that to miſmanagment which he ſays could not ſucz 
ceed; But herein appears the end, for which this piece was 
deſigned, for this Author refle&s moſt on thoſe Perſons, 
who either during the time 'whereot he Writes, or from 
thence to the time of his Publiſhing this picce, have given

fo Arrogantly Diſobligingly, Partially and Imprudently : A 
World of hard Yords,and for what? For performing the Truſt 
ſo lately repoſed in them, viz. Obvirating the miſchiefs of 
Openneſs &c. In his 7th page, he ſays the Lords of M. and 
M. whereby he muſt intend the Earl of Mewnt-Alexander 
and Lord Maſſereen were Men of wo extraordinary great 
Intereſt, Yet in his 8th. and 17th, pages, he thinks it de- 
ſerves his pains to ſpend many lines to ſhew what Artifices 
and endeavours the Gentry (whom elſewhere he makes 
Vain and Ambitious enough to perform al! themſelves) uſed 
to cngage thoſe two Noblemen, Yet his Hiſtory ſays they 
were Men of no Inzereſls That which offeaced him in theſe 
two Noblemen, was that they went not to Du4lin on Zyrs 
connel's Summons, there to be laid by the Heels, ſoon after 
co have "therr Quarters ſent to the ſeveral Provinces and 
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for that each of them were ſo forward to promote the defence 
of V/feer, and fo highly offended ZTyrconnell as to be by 
Name exempted from his Mercy.
